230246) is repeated for reasons previously made of record in the office action mailed June 14, 
2006, pages 2-3, paragraph #3. 



ANSWERS TO APPLICANTS ARGUMENTS 
3. Applicant's arguments in September 14, 2006 regarding the 35 U.S.C. §103 rejection 
over Kozuka of record have been carefully considered but are deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that the cured adhesive of JP '246 does not surround the polarization- 
maintain fiber. This is moot since the claim does not require the that the cured ribbon the 
surrounded the fibers. It just requires at least part of the fibers are surrounded, "surrounding at 
least some of the polarization-maintain fibers". Figure 3 clear shoes "at least some of the 
polarization-maintain fibers" is surrounded. Applicant's Declaration by Yasunori Iwasaki is also 
moot for the same reason.
